DUBLIN FIRE AND 
PROPERTY LOSSES.

MR. HERBERT SAMUEL AND 
COMPENSATION. 

The following is the text of Mr. Herbert 
Samuel's reply to the deputation of the Dublin 
Fire and Property Losses Association, which 
waited on him on the Sth inst. in Dublin, 
with reference to the question of compensa- 
tion in respect of property destroyed during 
the recent rebellion :— 

It is a great advantage to the Government 
to have an GS body representing those 
who have unfortunately suffered from the 
recent disaster in Dublin. I have hstened 
with close attention to the very able state- 
ments of your case which have been made to 
me to-day. There are several points which 
arise. The Government, let me point out, in 
the first instance, in answer generally to some 
observations of Sir Thomas Robinson, have 
undertaken very heavy liability in this con- 
nection in a quite exceptional manner. Many 
of the people of the Umted Kingdom have 
suffered losses due to war—losses from bom- 
bardment from the sea and losses from air 
raids—but except during a period of a few 
months which terminated now about a year 
ago, except during that period. the Govern- 
ment have not assumed liability for these 
losses that individuals have suffered, and 
have told them that it is the fortune of war— 
that the State as a whole cannot assume the 
charge of compensating them for their losses.

The Aldermen in their scarlet gowns 
furnished a little relief from the prevail- 
ing black and khaki. Some French in 
their new sky-blue uniforms also added a 
touch of less sombre colour. I noticed 
also several Russian officers, among them 
being the Grand Duke Michael, a tall 
figure, whose face and bearing recalled those 
of his famous cousin, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas. 

During the period of waiting the band of 
the Royal Engineers, Lord Kitchener's old 
corps, played Chopin's Funeral March and 
other suitable melodies. Punctually on 
the stroke of twelve the Royal procession 
passed up the nave, the congregation rising 
in silent greeting. Directly Their Majes- 
ties had taken their places at the fald- 
stools placed at the entrance to the chancel 
the Service opened with the singing of 
Lord Kitchener's favourite hymn, “Abide 
with Me.” A striking feature of the 
rendering was the quickened pace at which 
the penultimate verse, ' I fear no foe with 
Thee at hand to bless,’ was taken. It 
rang out like a song of triumph. 

The band gave a most majestic perform- 
ance of the Dead March from “Saul,” and 
the fine choir was heard to the best advan- 
tage in the Liturgy of St. Chrysostom, sung, 
unaccompanied by the organ, to the plain- 
tive air of the Kieff chant. The Service 
lasted about three-quarters of an hour, 
and concluded with the hymn, “For all 
4« saints who from their labours rest,” 
‘and with the three verses of the National 
Anthem, in which the congregation hear- 
tily joined. Then, after a pause of a few 
moments, the strains of the Last Post, 
given by the buglers stationed in the 
western gallery over the door, echoed 
through the building, and the Memorial 
Service was over. 

It was a subdued crowd waiting in the

Austrians has reached a critical phase. 
The next few days will show whether its 
results are to be limited to those so far 
attained, or whether successes already enor- 
mous can be developed into a victory deci- 
sive of this year's eastern campaign. It is 
now possible to sum up the situation in 
which the end of the first great onslaught 
of the Russian southern armies has left 
the enemy. The Austrian front has been 
broken in three places. It has been 
pierced on a wide front in the region of 
Lutsk, just south of the Pripet Marshes 
and near the junction of the Austrian and 
German lines; it has been pierced on a 
shorter front in Galicia on the Strypa; 
and finally it has been pierced in the 
Bukowina, where the Russians have pene- 
trated into the suburbs of the capital, 
Czernowitz, within ten miles of the 
Rumanian frontier. Through these gaps 
massed cavalry have ridden to operate in 
the Austrians’ rear‘ and on the lines of 
communication. To. their action is to be 
attributed the vast captures of men, guns, 
and material of all kinds which, together 
with the losses in killed and wounded, 
are estimated to have reduced by one-third 
the strength of the Austrians on this 
front. It is important to realise, however, 
that there is as yet no question of a general 
rout. In spite of the broad gaps which 
have been opened in the Austrian line, 
mobile conditions are not yet restored 
over the whole Russian front. In the 
centre of their line, west of Tarnopol in 
Galicia, the Austrians are making a deter- 


Last Saturday we published the text of 
the memorandum which was submitted to 
the Home Secretary on behalf of members 
of the Dublin Fire and Property Losses 
Association.

The semi-official review of the fighting 
around Verdun published on Monday evening 
in Paris says :— 

After’ 48 hours of absolute calm the enemy 
resumed his desperate attacks on the right 
bank of the Meuse. 

The Crown Prince is undoubtedly hurling 
his regiments one after the other to massacre, 
with absolute disregard of human life. To- 
dav the battle was hellish. It began last 
night with an action against our trenches 
west of Fort Vaux, with a view to enlarging 
the enemy's salient, but the attack failed 
completely. i 

A deluge of machine gun fire was directed 
on this sector. and this morning the enemy 
launched his troops against Thiaumont, which 
he hoped to carry in order then to penetrate 
into the Fleury ravine. 

A desperate battle continued the whole 
day. with a series of incessant assaults. Everv 
time the gusts of fire from our batteries and 
our machine guns held up the enemy until 
they were exhausted, and had to abandon 
their furious attacks, while our line remained 
intact. 

The result was, therefore, absolutely nil, 
or. to be more exact, negative, for the forces 
which took part in the assaults, and were 
very large-~amounting, it is said, to three 
divisions, or 30,000 hayonets—were placed out 
of action for a considerable time.

The remarkab'e 
progress in training reserves, which was noted 
in my messages from the South-Western front 
at the beginning of this year, was primarily 
responsible for the enormous increase in the 
efficiency of our armies and the heightening 
of their moral. The strategy of our South 
Western offensive has been seconded by 
a remarkable improvement in _ railwaya 
and communications. Last, but not least, it 
must be noted that the Russian High Com- 
mand long ago recognised that the essential 
condition of the overthrow of the Austro. 
German League, so far as this front is con- 
cerned, was the completion of the work of 
disintegration in the Austrian armies, in 
which Russia has already achieved such 
wonderful results. . At, the rate at which they 
are at present being exterminated it would 
not require many weeks completely to exhaust 
the military resources of the dual Empire 
and to turn the flank of the Ger- 
man position in Poland. The con- 
sensus of military opinion is inclined 
to the belief that the Germans will not 
venture to transfer large reinforcements to the 
Galician front, as it would require too much 
time, and give the Allies a distinct advantage 
in the other theatres, but as the Germans were 
obviously bound to do something to save the 
Austrian Army they are endeavouring to 
create a diversion, north of the Pripet, in 
various directrons. It is almost needless to 
add that the Russian High Command will not 
permit these feints to turn its attention from 
the main business in hand. The small success 
won by the Germans at Bobulince on the 
Strypa is of minor importance, and _ fully 
counteracted by our advance in the region of 
Potok. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN EAST 
AFRICA. 


The Press Association s special _ 
dent with the British Forces in German East 
Africa telegraphs, June 12:- 

The movement of the British forces towards 
the south continues with unabated vigour, in 
spite of the difficulties caused by the very 
dense bush.

the whole length of the Rio Romini from the 
Parmesan Height, east of the Cima Mezzano. 
The enemy immediately launched repeated 
counter-attacks against our new position, but 
all were repulsed. Along the Posina Astico 
front there was a fierce artillery bombardment 
from both sides. Enemy infantry who suc- 
ceeded in entering Molisini were driven out, 
and followed up by an accurate fire from our 
artillery. On the Asiago Plateau the situation 
is unchanged. 

In the Suse Valley during the night and 
early morning of yesterday hostile detach- 
ments attempted to advance east of Maso 
Torrent, but were repulsed with many losses. 

In Carnia and on the Isenzo there was the 
usual activity by artillery and small detach- 
ments. In the Monfalcone zone an attack 
attempted by the enemy was promptly stopped 
by our fire. . 


EFFECT OF THE AUSTRIAN 
REVERSES IN RUSSIA. 


The Press Association has received from an 


authoritative Italian source the following | 


statement regarding the position on the 


Italian front 

The situation along the Italian front has 
greatly improved during the past two weeks 
Even a fortnight ago the Italians were con- 
fident. but, at the same time, there was ap 
prehension that the enemy might pierce the 


Italian lines and reach the plains. To-day the | 


position is quite different. The policy of the 
Italian General Staff in not attempting to stop 
the Austrian advance on ground unfavourable 
to the Italians has proved entirely successful! 
As was expected, the Austrians have taken 
Asiego and Arsiero, but also, as was foreseen, 
they have been unable to advance further 
towards the plains. 

In the meantime, al! the ridge of the Asiego 
Plateau has been strongly held by Italian 
troops and heavily reinforced. On the wings 
of the Italian line the enemy has made slight 
advances in two places, but these advances 
were stopped by the Italians within a few 
days. At another point an Italian offensive 
and a vigorous counter-attack are already 


proving very successful 

To sum up, the Austrians are held all along 
the line. The position is regarded with the 
utmost confidence, and, as the Prime Minister 
has already said, the mistakes of the past 
have been remedied. and will not be repeated. 
The Russian advance will in due time prove 
of the utmost value. and. meanwhile, the 
transfer of enemy forces from the Italian 
front to the Galician theatre must prove both 
long and difficult. At no time of the war has 
the position been more hopeful to the Allies 
than now. While fully recognising the great 
task stil! awaiting them, the Allies have only 
to take into account that during the past two 
weeks the (German Fleet has been defeated 
in the North Sea, the Austrians routed in 
Galicia and held on the Italian frontier, while 
the Germans are suffering appalling losses on 
the Western front, to realise that material 
progress has been made in the direction of 
that complete victory which is the aim and 
determination of the Allied Powers. 


WHAT THE ITALIANS HAVE 
DONE. 
(PRESS ASSOCTATION WAR SPECIAL.) 

The times Milan correspondent, writing 
from the Italian Headquarters on Monday, 
says :— 

A brief visit to the Trentino front. which il 
have been able to make through the kindness 
of the Italian authorities, has rectified many 
impressions. Rumour had it that Arsiero and 
Asiago were occupied by the enemy, that 
Schio had been bombarded, and that the 
Venetian plain was in hourly fear of inyasion. 

umour, as always, is in league with the 
enemy, but an eye-witness must relate facts. 
Arsiero and Asiago, being under enemy shells 
and Italian fire, have been evacuated by ‘the 
civil pec Schio has not been under 
fire. e resistance of the two wings of the 
Italian Army in the Trentino has prevented an 
invasion of the plain between Coniqugna and 
Mezzana. At a height of 5,000 feet lies the 
Buole Pass, the defence of which history will 
claim as one of the greatest glories of Ttalian 
arms. Here from May 25 for five days fight- 
ing was continuous, reaching its height on 
the 30th, when 7,000 Austrians were killed. 
The Buole fighting all took place in the open, 
the Italians never having: time to entrench. 
After May 20 the attacks at this point 
diminished in energy. Austrian battalions 
were reduced from a thousand or eleven 
hundred, their number at the beginning of the 
defensive, to six hundred or seven hundred 
men. The Buole Pass not only defended the 
Zugna sector, tut also magnificently sup 
ported the defence of Pasubio, and the resist- 
ance of Pasnibo prevented the invasion of the 
plain. Pasnibo, the natural guardian of the 
Valle Otera, which offers most tempting ac- 
cess to the Venetian plain, rears iis snowy 
head 7.335 feet, and before the war its enor- 
mous ridge was partly in possession of Austria 
and partly in that of Italy. When the 
Italians completed the occupation of the moun- 
tain during the early days of the war, it was 
found that the Austrians. treacherously profit- 
ing by Italy’s loyalty, had bored a gallery 
through the summit from their own side. and 
prepared a basis fur heavy guns which were 
to bombard Schio. Only a slender rock re- 
mained to be destroyed, and the guns on the 
Pasubio would have dominated the whole 
valley. This plan the Italians nipped in the 
bud, preventing the invasion of the Valle 
Egra as long as Pasubio remains Italian. The 
struggle for the great bulwark has been 
violent and bloody, but the Italians have not 
ceded a single foot. There is every reason. 
moral and material, for helieving that the 
line to which the Italian Command fell hack 
three weeks ago cannot be successfully as- 
sailed. During the past three weeks the 
enemy has had only two half-successes. when 
the Italians retired from Priafora and Cengio, 
but the Austrians did not succeed in occupy: 
ing solidly these positions. A great part of 
the present line was deliberately chosen hy the 
Italians as that on which to resist invasion as 
best suited themselves. 
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GOOD WORK BY ITALIAN 
NAVY, 

The following semi-official statement was 
issued in Rome yesterday :— 

During the might of the llth inst. some 
enemy hydroplanes dropped bombs on Venice. 
causing very slight damaze. One woman was 
killed, however, and four civilians were in- 
jured. At dawn the same day our torpedo 
boats approached a place on the Istrian penin- 
sula. and, after carrying out a reconnaissance, 
bombarded an important point near Papenzo. 
After carrying ont the operation, our torpedo 
boate were persistently, but vainly, attacked 
on their return journey by five enem¥ hydro- 
planes. All our ships returned to their base 
without loss. One of the vessels was struck 
in the forward part in the operations on the 
coast, but the damage done wag only very 
slight, and was quickly repaired. 3 ; 

On the morning of the 12th inst., in the 
Upper Adriatic, one of our hydroplanes, after 
repulsing an attack by an enemy machine. 
dropped bombs on the military establishments 
near Trieser, in spite of the lively fire of Aus- 
trian anti-aircraft batteries.

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COMING NATIONALIST. 
CONVENTION. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Tcespa¥. 

Ulster Unionists, after a week of much 
anxiety and perplexity, are, now that they 
have given their decision upon the proposals 
of the Government for the settlement of the 
Irish question, watching the further develop- 
ments of the situation. The next move rests 
with the Nationalists, and I understand that 
the Convention representing the Nationalists 
of Ulster will not be held until next week, 
although a date has not yet been definitely 
fixed. I haye reason to suppose that, not- 
withstanding the outburst of protests from 
Nationalists in Ulster, the Convention wil! 
approve generally of the attitude of the Irish 
Nationalist Party towards the negotiations. 
There will, no dohbt, be a protest against 
the exclusion of Ulster. This protest may 
be couched in very strong language, but 
when this has been done the Nationalists in 
the province are likely to recognise the 
legic of facts as revealed by the war situa- 
tion, and leave all responsibility for further 
negotiations with Mr. ETRNNTH Mr. Devlin. 
and the other Nationalist leaders. They may 
be inspired by the hope that exclusion, after 
all, will only be temporary, and subject to a 
further rearrangement after the war, but 


Ulster Unionists have a different opinion 
| upon that point. 


A.O.H. AND THE PROPOSALS. , 


CONVENTION IN DUBLIN. 


It is understood that a special Convention 
under the auspices of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians was held in Dublin yesterday. 
Mr. Joseph Devlin. President; Mr. Hazleton, 
and other members of Parliament associated 
with the organisation were present. The at- 
tendance of delegates was very large, espe- 
cially from the Northern branches, owing to 
the fact that amongst other business to be 
discussed was the question of the exclusion of 
six Ulster counties from the operations of the 
Dublin Parliament in the event of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s proposal ending in a settlement of 
the Home Rule problem. 

Though no defnite resolutions were adopted 
dealing with the situation, it is learned that 
an instruction was agreed to that the dele- 
gates, when attending the Convention of Na- 
tionalists of the North as well as the South, 
would support the proposal put forward by 
Mr. Redmond at the meeting of his followers 
on Saturday. 

IRISH TRADES UNION CONGRESS. 

The following resolution was proposed by 
Mr. O’Lehane, seconded by Mr. Campbell, 
and passed unanimously, at a special meeting 
of the Irish Trades Union Congress and 
Labour Party in Dublin last Saturday :- 

That this Executive Council, representative of the 
organised workers of the whole of Ireland, desires 
lo reiterate the decision of the last Irish Trades 

Covugress in regard to the suggested exclusion 
of Jreland from the provisions of the 
Home Rule Bill. We protest most strongly against 
the setting up of any barrier which would further 
sunder and divide the people of this country, Deliev- 
ing such action not only undemocratic, but suicidal 
and disastrous to the working class movement; and, 
further. we feel that in regard to the negotiations 
now in progress with a view to a settlement of the 
irish question, the representatives of Irish labour, as 
a most important clement in the community, must 
be CUMDUILCK. 
PROTESTS AGAINST PARTITION, 

At the monthly meeting of the Ballwasloe 
Asylnm Committee a an. Both was adopted, 
the Right Rev. Monsignor Kelly dissenting, 
protesting against the exclusion of Ulster from 
the scheme of national government, and call- 
ing on Mr. Redmond and his party to oppose 
anything that would bring about an accentua- 
tion of the religious bitterness that apparently 
existed between the North and the rest of Ire- 
land. They were willing to concede any- 
thing in Justice to the bona fide fears of their 
northern fellow-countrymen, but a division of 
the nation they would not have. 

Monsignor Kelly said that he would not be 
in favour of the resolution for the present. 
The party should get time to explain their 
osition. 

Mr. Millar—The views of the people will 
guide them. 

The Chairman (Mr. D. J. Kelly) said the 
Unionist Party seemed to have all the informa- 
tion. 

Mr. Millar said there were none so pTos- 
perous in their midst as the Protestants. The 
cry of intolerance was only a cloak. 


KILLALA COUNCIL, 


At the meeting of the Killala District Coun- 
cil on Monday, Mr. P. Loftus, J.P., pre- 
siding, 

Mr. John Corcoran, J.P., Co.C., moved a 
resolution emphatically protesting against any 
partition of Ireland in any proposed settle- 
ment of the Home Rule question, and stating 
that the country had confidence in its leaders 
to save Ireland from dismemberment. He

THE EXCLUSION OF ULSTER. 


DEFINITE AND PERMANENT. 

The Belfast Newsletter writes:—There is 
one bee in the resolution adopted nem. con. 
which rules the whole matter, and that is 
found in the first clause in the statement that 
the negotiations are to proceed on the basis 
of a *‘ definite exclusion “ of the six counties. 
On the face of it this expression would not 
require any explanation. Circumstances, 
however, demand that it shall ba made clear 
beyond all possibility of misconception or 
misrepresentation, Its meaning is that the 
settlement shall be absolute, binding on all 
parties, the Government included, and per- 
manent.. If on all sides this is not admitted 
and agreed upon, then the negotiations are at 
an end, and the Ulster Unionists, as the last 
paragraph of the resolution states, “ reserve 
to themselves complete freedom of action in 
the future in opposition to the policy of Home 
tule for Ireland.” . Sir Edward Carson 
is not authorised to continue the negotiations 
upon anything but the basis of the '' definite 
exclusion ” of the six counties, and he would 
be the last man to accept authority to con- 
tinue negotiations on any other basis. If the 
Home Rule question is to be settled now, it 
can only be on the clear understanding, and 
a firm agreement thereon, that, when the Im- 
perial Conference which is to consider the 
future government of the Empire meets, the 
six excluded counties are to retain in that 
Conference the sfafus of a separated unit from 
the rest of Ireland, and to he dealt with 
separately. To accept any other conditions 
would be an excess of fatuity.

President Wilson to-day delivered a speech 
to the graduating class of the Military 
Academy at West Point, on national and 
international politics. His utterances are re- 
garded as indicating the line he will take in 
the electoral campaign, and as an answer to 
Mr. Hughes's telegram accepting the nomina- 
tion of the Republican Party. For the first 
time President Wilson used one of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s favourite expressions—namely, ** Amer1- 
canism,’’ declaring in that connection that 
anybody who did not put America first should 
not be tolerated. He warned the.cadets that 
no man can certainly tell what the imme- 
diate future is going to be, either in the his- 
tory of this country or in the history of the 
world. It was not by accident that the pre- 
sent great war came upon Europe. Every ele- 
ment was there, and it had to come sooner or 
later. It is not going to be by accident that 
the results will be worked out, but by the 
purpose of men who are strong enough to 
have guiding minds and indomitable wills 
when the time for decision and settlement 
comes. The ‘part the United States has to 
play has this distinction—it is to be, in any 
event, a disinterested part. There is nothing 
the United States wants that it has wo get by 
war, but there are a great many things that 
the United States has to do. It has to see 
that its life is not interfered with by anybody 
else who wants something.

that when America spoke she meant what she 
said.

Wilson then said that he had been disturbed 
recently because some of those who had been 
admitted to American citizenship, though he 
beliéved a very small number, had not taken 
into their hearts the spirit of America, but 
loved other countries more than the country 
of their adoption. Americanism, the President 
argued, meant something bigger than the 
United States. We stand here, he said, with 
the glorious power of this country, ready to 
swing it into the field of action whenever our 
liberty, independence, or political integrity 
are threatened, anywhere in the western 
hemisphere. We are ready to join the other 
nations of the world in seeing that the kind’

EVIDENCE OF THE ACCUSED.

All the men under him, he believed, saw the 
box. Nothing happened on Thursday night 
except that one shot hit the wall of the house 
the men were posted in.

He submitted the proposition that 
if a soldier or officer on active service in time 
of war killed a man in the honest belief that 
it was necessary for the purpose of having the 
lives of himself or his men, or for the purpose 
of carrying out the military duty assigned to 
him, he was not guilty of murder or man- 
slanghter. He claimed that this case came 
within that principle of law. The accased 
made a terrible and tragic mistake, but he did 
it in discharge of his duty as a soldier. One 
of the causes of the sad tragedy was that the 
accused had previotsly seen Mr. Lucas in 
mufti, while he was acting as Intelligence 
Otficer, ang he regarded him as the civilian 
that he thought had falsely assumed military 
uniform. 

The Judge Advocate summed up, and the 
Court retired to consider its findings. 


THE VERDICT. 

The President shortly afterwards announced 
that the accused had been found not guilty. 
The result was received with applause in 
court, and the accused was released. 

Major Kimber said that the solicitors for 
Mrs. Rice and Mrs. Dockeray were present, 
and wished to make it clear to the Court that 
neither Mr. Rice nor Mr. Dockeray had any 
connection with the Sinn Fein movement.

Mr. C. J. Law (Messrs. Maleomson and 
Law) made a similar statement on behalf of 
Mrs. Dockeray. 

Mr. Alan McMullen, from the brewery, said 
that Mr. Dockeray had been twenty-four 
years, and Mr. Rice sixteen years, in the service 
of Messrs. Guinness. They were both night 
clerks, and the management had the highest 
opinion of them. They had been specially 
selected for duty in the brewery during the 
rebellion as having been most trustworthy in 
every way.

THE IRISH SITUATION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sin,—In my letter which you were kind 
enough to publish on the 8th June, I men- 
tioned that { am & very old Unionist. I am, 
in fact, old enough to remember Smith 
O’Brien’s “ cabbage garden "' rising, and to be 
able to bear witness that its suppression was 
followed by the nineteen years of peace, 1848 
to 1867. 1 remember also that the @enian re- 
bellion of 1867 prompted Gladstone to take 
in hand the disestablishment of the Church, 
and that this concession to Irish disaffection 
was promptly followed by the land agitation, 
and the latter by the separatist agitation 
under Parnell. It is a curious coincidence— 
if, indeed, it be not something more—that 
Parnell was an Irish-American, as were also 
Davitt and Devoy, who, by “linking on the 
land engine,” started the Home Rule train, 
which Parnell had found broken down and all 
but immovable. Nay, more, the Fenian ris- 
ing itself was organised by Irish-Americans, 
who, no doubt, had themselves been trained 
by the exiles of ‘forty-eight. It looks very 
mach as if the clemency of "forty-eight had 
enabled the exiles (whose lives had one and 
all been forfeited to the law} to train the 
conspirators of ‘sixty-seven, who in turn in- 
spired the agitators of the 'eighties. 

I apologise for the egotism of my personal 
rerhiniscences ; but I wanted to show that I 
know what I am writing about. My deduc- 
tions from the facts I have stated are that 
concession has always been followed by a re- 
crudescence of disloyalty, and that since 1867 
all Irish disaffection has been the work of 
anti-English intriguers. The intriguers of 
1867 and 1880 were Irish-Americans; 
those of to-day are Germans, or per- 
sons in German employ. The practical 
conclusion is that the evehts of Easter 
wee negative anything which looks 
like concession. Home Rule, no matter with 
what precautions or modifications, would 
simply give the enemy a foothold. It may be 
necessary to prolong martial law until the 
end of the war, but: the situation must be 
faced. All attempts to “solve the Irish 
question ” are doomed to failure, if I am right 
in my interpretation of events which have 

fore my eyes.—Yours, etc., 
Epwarp STANLEY Roszrrson.
